I have read the early history of our churchs 
I have been greatly impressed by the apparent | 
signs of reality and vitality in our early 
weachers and in the results of their preach. 
ng. put if I am to be perfectly frank, I 
am bound to say that that preaching Is 
largely a spent force save as its result8 may 
be still traced in self-perpetuating institu- 
tions and organizations. Of course I do not 
mean that there are among us no vital 
preachers, much less do I mean that there 
are among us no able preachers; but what I 
do mean is that our chureh as a whole is 
not gripped nor swayed nor thrilled by any 
great dominating message. In other words, 
we have lost our message. 

Our fathers had perhaps the noblest mess- 
ange ever communicated to a troubled world. 
Not only so, bat they gave it to the world 
at that opportune moment when Calvinism 
rested like a pall of darkness upon the 
hearts cof men, and they directed it to the | 
issues of the hour. Theoretically their 
message is still ours; practically we have 
lost it. We have lost it perhaps partly in| 
certain sections, and those sections where | 
we are strongest for the same reason that 
Garrison lost his—by winning our case—-and 
lacked the genius for pioneering. By this I 
mean that we have lacked the genius ecither 
to carry the old message to a new people 
or to make pioneer applications of the old

Let us then face the question, What 
most vital in a tmniversal message for 
troubled world? Whatever else it may 
clude, it must at least include this:

I cannot even imagine a dying church. 
with a message like that. I cannot conceive 
of a preacher with such a message who must 
not inevitably become a prophet. llow 
mueh of that message ever did belong to 
the Universalist church? I answer, just 
three quarters of it, no more. How much! 
of it now belongs to the Universalist church, 
] wonder? 

Universalists in common with all 
Curitstians proclaimed a God who 
Rut.if thev had dene no more than this. 
they had only proclaimed a gospel of de- 
spair. God's omniscience may be a terror, 
driving men to madness, or it may be a 
comfort, drawing them like children to a 
Father's arms. Job's exclamation, “His eyes | 
fre upon the ways of man. and he seeth all 
his goings.” may be either a nightmare

Germany Has No Quarrel 


In reality, Germany has no quarrel 
with the United Kingdom. The causes 
of the unfortunate differences between 
the two are fortunately based on nothing 
more, substantial than distrust, and as 
soon as this distrust is dissipated, as 
dissipated it must eventually be, the two 
countries will return to their earlier 
friendship, and realize the futile and 
criminal waste of the resources in which 
they have been indulging.

Belgium. 

In these circumstances, it will begin to 
be understood why Germany has devoted 
such efforts to procure the ear of the 
Porte. With no Muhammadan subjects 
of her own, an outburst of Muhammadan 
fanaticism was to her politically a neg- 
ligible quantity. She could. therefore, 
safely encourage the aspirations of the 
Salonika committee, just she . had 
previously supported those of Abdul 
Hamid, especially that support 
brought her valuable commercial quid 
pro quos elsewhere. In strengthening 
the Ottoman empire she also strength- 
ened the bulwark against Slav advances 
from the north or west, and the integ- 
ritv of the Ottoman empire was there- 
fore to her a considerable political asset, 
which might one day even take the form 
of an actual alliance, Quite apart from 
the many economic advantages in mat- 
ters of ordinary trade, the construction 
‘of the Baghdad railway may be instanced 
‘as an outcome of the extraordinarily 
able handling of the situation by her 
pambassador in Constantinople. The oe: 
‘cupation of Tobruk would have given 
‘her the lobged for footing on the Medi- 
terranean, While a protectorate of Tri- 
poli, resembling that of England's con- 
‘ltrol of Egypt, would have been a tri- 
pumph for the Wilhelmstrasse. That

Miss Garden walking across the white- 
aess of Symphony hall stage in a flash- 
ng brilliant gown of emerald green vel- 
‘ vet, her blonde head as gold as the 
border of the prosceniuni arch, was such 
a picture as the sedateness of the place 
nas probably never witnessed before. 
One thought of the regal gravity of 
Mme. Melba, the winning charm of Mme. 
Sembrich, the dignity of Mme. Nordica, 
the girlish grace of Miss Farrar—here 
was something totally different from any 
yne of them. Miss Garden’s stage im- 
personations are no doubt what make, 
her great rather than her excellent vocal 
powers; Melisande or the Juggler, Louise 
or Thais, she is'what she is singing, and 
it seems impossible to fancy her for the 
lime being as anything else. But she 
is something else, of course, and one 
waited the concert appearance to see 
what. But though it was Thais who

that her consummate insight into the, 
hearts of humanity showed her that’

she was Thais. 

And we remember how Thais changed 
at last and ceased to care that her mir- 

—ror told her that she was beautiful; how 
Thais began to seek to be “beautiful 
within.” One feels the splendid gifts in 
this noted woman of our day and waits 
to see her too turn them yet to higher 
account than picturing the emotional 
stresses of a Tosca, a Louise, a Carmen, 
even the pathos of a Melisande, so that 
a big popular audience loses its head 
over her and finds it all run to their 
applauding palms. 

Those who had just heard the “Louise” 
aria sung as Mme. Gluck sang it were 
sorry to hear it thickened and muddied 
and wrenched all to pieces. There was 
drama here, but the music of Mme. Gluck 
was better than the intensities of Miss 
Garden. In the “Tosca” prayer the singer 
appeared to be scolding—-with frown and 
emphatic shakes of the head supposedly 
bowed in prayer. The Debussy airs were 
sung exquisitely in many respects. The 
phrasing, especially the ending of the 
phrases, is often perfect. Above all one 
acclaims the marvelous enunciation 
which made every last syllable of her 
English singing clear and enables un- 
accustomed ears to follow her French 
and Italian. In her use of these two 
languages one might say that she was 
more intelligible to Americans than sing- 
ers native to the tongue are. Whether 

~ this be praise or blame one need not de- 
cide. Miss Garden sang at last the “If 
I love you beware of me” aria from 
Carmen, wonderfully. Her “Annie Lau- 
rie’ was a marvel of diction and simple 
appeal. 

Her support was applauded with what 
is the height of enthusiasm for Sym- 
phony hall as a rule and were both com- 
pelled to respond to encores. 

We have said that Miss Garden was 
Thais; was she pedhaps Natoma, after 
all, with the bright green feathers stand- 
ing out around her head? For in Na- 
toma, primitive woman, is every other 
woman implicit. 

Miss Garden sang in Boston to listen- 
ers Who wished to know what.the grand 
espera audiences of the country have done 
in the way of training up a perfermer 
to express the national art impulses. A 
vast amount of American energy has 
been expended in developing this lyric 
interpreter and they were keen to ascer- 
tail how well that energy has _ been 
spent.

Hiller, astonished, asked why he 
spoke so loud. Thalberg answered: Oh, 
1 don’t know. I suppose because I feel 
as if I must do something loud after 
hearing all those pianissimos.” 

And in this connection it is interesting 
to remember that it was Thalberg whom 
Liszt routed from his usurped throne 
in the hearts of the Paris public. For 
Saturday was the day of the Liszt cen- 
tenary, and it was on Saturday that 
Boston—or as much of it as could: be 
crammed into Jordan hall, filling even 
the stage, crowded to hear De Pachmann 
play. .So Liszt, the thunderous, drew 
and held his adoring public. 

De Pachmann’s program was: Rondo 
Capriccioso, Op. 14, F. Mendelssohn-Bar- 
tholdy; Pastorale, G major, arranged by 
L. Godowsky, Corelli; Etude de Concert 
No. 7, D major, A. Henselt; Concert-Alle- 
gro, A major, arranged by L. Godowsky, 
Domenico Scarlatti; Nocturne, No. 15, No. 
1, F major; Prelude, Op. 18, No. 24, YD 
minor; Mazurka, dedicated to Emile Gail- 
lard;, Etude, Op. 10, No. 1, C major; 
Etude, Op. 10, No, 12, C minor; Third 
ballade, Op. 47, A _ flat,. Chopin; La 
Fileuse, Raff-Henselt; Perpetuum mobile, 
Weber-Pachmann; Paraphrase de concert 
“Rigoletto,” VerdizLiszt. 

His program held a motto, “It is youth 
that has golden-wings.” This expresses 
De Pachmann. When he spoke, or glanced, 
or played an elfish trick with the keys, 
ripples of mirth went all around the hall. 
But one shrank from the laughter. That 
was not what the player was trying to 
evoke. One saw that De Pachmann is 
not a poseur—not a searcher of popular 
sensibilities or risibilities. He is a child. 
He has never grown up. He plays his 
wonderful music with the unconscious 
spontaneity of a child, and child-like 
wants the world to sy mpathize with him. 
He knows wliat his critics say, and before 
ade he paused to remark 


that though the piece was marked “appas- 


sionato” this does not necessarily 
“forte fortissimo.” He said: 
three f’s if 1 choose, but this piece should 
never have more than one f.” So he 
| played it and made another work—a 
lovely deep poem—of this hackneyed con- 
cert piece—a songful ballad, not a tragic 
drama. This is something to’ the 
good—a new work by Chopin—is it not? 
The theme that comes in with the oc- 
taves was the skip of a tricksy sprite, 
and the player looked his own pleasure | 
in the delicacy here where most players 
place brilliant declamation. 

The prelude in D minor another 
work which is always heard as some- 
thing broad and grand; De Pachmann is 
content to make it a thing of consum- 
mate beauty. The C minor etude, called 
La Revolution and played for that, was 
without tragedy, and was pure Chopin, 
of reverie. and dream, Of course De 
Pachmann stands nearer the generation 
of Chopin, and no doubt clings to the 
traditjons of the composer's own inter- 
pretations. Modern players find that 
Chopin’s lack of virile energy in his 
own playing is no proof that this qual- 
ity may not have existed in his com- 
position; and so they play the music as 
they find it. De Pachmann finds it some- 
thing so different that we can only be 
grateful for his poetry and come away 
from his concert feeling as if we had 
looked upon the happy peaceful pleas- 
ures of the golden age of youth. 

For this pianist does not seem to lift 
one to the pure, perhaps austere, heights 
of the piano’s ideality. The greatness of 
which piano musie may be the medium, 
that which made Liszt call it the Olym- 
pie instrument, does not appear when 
De Pachmann plays. But the sheer beauty 
of things, the sweetness of the early 
world, before men grew up to and above 
the storm and stress, this is inimitably 
perfect in him. For this we give thanks 
in a world where there are so many 
pianists who know nothing but ivory 
and wire and noise; we rejoice in the 
tender, purling charm of “La Fileuse” as 
we rejoice in the brook and in the June 
breeze. He makes even the monotonous 
“Perpetuum mobile” as lovely as the rep- 
etitions of the leafy trees. Everything 
he touches reminds us of nature where 
every prospect pleases, 

The Verdi-Liszt number, even, was im- 
bued with his own qualities and passages 
were lovely that are sometimes bombast. 
At the end there was the merry hint of 
stagedom, and tawdry theatricism was 
exposed at a turn of the wrist by a 
master to whom music must be #ome- 
thing lovely and sincere.

Owing, however, to a reg- 
ulation excluding any one whd was not 
a Frenchman and which Cherubini re- 
fused to waive, this was impossible, and 
he continued his studies under Reicha and 
Vaer. In the year 1825 his first serious 
attempt at composition, an Opera in one 
act entitled “Don Sanche,” was produced 
at the Academie Royale and well re- 
ceived, and in the years 1824, 1824, 1827 
he visited England, playing at Londoh, 
Manchester and elsewhere. The score of 
this work was believed to be destroyed 
in the fire at the opera in 1873, bgt in 
1904 M. Jean Chautavoine discovered it 
in the handwriting of the copyist. Dur- 
ing his in Paris he became 
friends with many of the leaders 
French literature, Victor Hugo, Lamar- 
tine, George Sand. Nevertheless, Liszt 
can hardly be said.to have been a serious 
thinker on any subject but music. 

The concert which Liszt gave during 
the latter part gf his stay in Paris cre- 
ated for him such a reputation as a 
pianist that he was persuaded, though 
apparently somewhat against his will, to 
adopt the career of a virtuoso proper. 
From 1839 to 1847 he traveled almost 
intessantly from one country to another, 
being received everywhere with enormous 
enthusiasm, In 1849 he settled at Wei- 
mar, where he lived for 12 years and be- 
came conductor of the Court theater in 
this town. Liszt appears to have ac- 
cepted this post with the deliberate in- 
tention of helping the rising musical 
generation by performing works of 
promise which might not otherwise bave'l 
been heard at that time. Among these 
were performed “Lohengrin,” “Tannhaeu- 
ser,” and the “Flying Dutchman” of Wag- 
ner, “Benvenuto Cellini” by Berlioz, Schu- 
mann’s “Genoveva,” and music to Byron’s 
“Manfred.” It seemed for a time as if this 
small town Was again going to become 
the artistic center ‘of Germany as it was 
in the time of Goethe and Schiller. 
During this period he took innumerable 
pupils, among whom may be_ mentioned 
Hans von Buelow, and he also labored 
unceasingly for Wagner and Berlioz. He 
had an unfailing eye for genius but drew 
upon himself the antagonism of all con- 
servative Germany. At a time when 
musicians saw little orfnothing in Wag- 
ner, Liszt recognized in him the creator 
of a new era in music. 

About the year 1869 he left his offcial 
position iit W eimar, after which he lived 
at intervals at: Rome, Vest and Weimar. 

The compositions of what might be 
called Liszt’s mature period may 
classed under four headings: 

First, works for the piano with or 
without orchestral accompaniment, of 
which perhaps the two concertos and 
the 15 Hungarian rhapsodies are the 
most important. Second, the orchestral 
section, in which may be included the 
“Faust” and “Dante” symphonies and the 
12 symphonic poems, Third, sacred com- 
positions, Fourth, songs. 

Whatever may be thought of Liszt as 
a composer, it is impossible not to ad- 
mire the generosity of his character, for 
no amount of ingratitude prevented him 
from displaying the human kindness so 
characteristic of his nature.

Mayor Gaynor, for the city of New York, 
has signed the bill giving women teachers 
Equal Pay | within» the municipal: boundaries - equal

for Governor Dix, for the state, is expected to 
affix his signature to it also. It is estimated 
Equal Work that the law will increase the budget by 
$3,500,000 annually, and for this reason 
the mayor was for a time disposed to with- 
hold his approval, but the objection van- 
ished when it appeared to him that the amount could be saved by 
closer management in other directions. He was influenced, more- 
over, by the fact that the rule of equal pay prevailed generally .in 
the public schools of all the cities. So far as he could see, the 
operation of the measure would rather increase than decrease the 
number of men'teachers. “The economical reason for appointing 
women teachers because they are paid less is removed by it,” he 
said, and this is true. 

Placing women and men teachers on an absolutely equal footing 
is simply doing plain justice to both. It cannot harm men that 
women doing the same work, and doing it as well, are equally com- 
pensated. It is manifestly wrong to expect women teachers to do 
the same work as men, and to do it faithfully and efficiently, at a 
lower rate of pay than that allowed men. This is practising public 
economy on an unsound and an inequitable basis. The argument 
that men teachers would be unfavorably affected by a law which 
refuses to recognize any distinction between the sexes is a weak 
one. If men are more proficient teachers than women, it will 
follow, as a matter of course, that they will be preferred to women, 
now that their services may be had at the same cost. On the other 
liand, the law can benefit only those women who are capable of 
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
